The old gentleman of Doom is polish- 


ing up his decorations and dusting off 
his hundred uniforms. 


At least Wilhelm thinks he's coming 


back. 


The fact that leading ministers of the 


German, state now publicly and proudly 
declaim, "I am a monarchist by tradi- 
tion and conviction,'' and consult one 
•whom they designate as His Majesty 
though across the Dutch border, concern- 
ing the governmental slate, has naturally 
stimulated his always bubbling hope. 


He is also keeping his pen trim. It 


is welL Wilhelm never was very clever 
with the pen, but he was more proficient 
with it than with the sword. He let the 
German peasants and workers do the bat- 
tling and he did the talking, writing, hur- 
rahing, parading and running over the 
border. 


Veterans of German cavalry regiments 


meeting recently at Hanover received 
from their former kaiser a message of 
good cheer. It was signed "Wilhelm L 
'R," indicating that abdications 
never 


amount to much and that the royal word 
isn't good for anything. 
Nor is there 


much, new to the world in that. 


Wilhelm has struck his old stride. He 


recalls with high appreciation .the work 
done in the World war by the cavalry., 
•"whose lances and rifles were feared on 
all the battle fields." That of course is 
true but nothing Wilhelm ever did justi- 
fies bis talking about it. 


He continues: 


"The cavalry always is guided by 
the order of Frederick the Great: 
^Prussians shall always be first to 
attack the enemy.' Such a brisk SDirit 
in the horsemen will beat every ene- 
my in war and in peace. With this 
proud conviction the old soldiers inay 
return from the reunion to their daily 
• work inspired by the sacred duty to 
fight relentlessly for the reconstruc- 
tion of our fatherland in the old, im- 
movable foundations: Forward for 
honor and. defense."' 
How this combination, of royal hyster- 


ia with royal neurasthenia would love 
again to make those violent declamations 
with which he first astonished and then 
tired and finally disgusted the world. 


It was one of the kaiser's fondest 


sports to deliver stirring harangues to 
his troops. In practically all of them he 
was fearlessly at their head leading them 
on to glorious victories or else in some 
of Ms spells of depression he was being 
attacked by traitors and they, his valiant 
fighting men, were defending him. 


During a tramway strike in Berlin af- 


ter riots had occurred which necessitated 
the sending of troops to quell them Wil- 
helm wired headquarters: 


"I trust that at least 500 will be 


snuffed out by tha time the trooBs 
return to barracks." 
Glorious protector of the German peo- 
ple. 


When the German marines were sent 


to China during the Boxer rebellion the 
All-Highest took occasion to address them 
so Siey might understand what a real 
fighting man was like. He said: 


"You know, my men, that you are 
to meet crafty, well-armed, cruel foe. 
Meet him and beat hfry 


"Give no quarter. Take no Brison- 
ers. KUl Mm when he falls into your 
hands." 
At another time in addressing his fav- 
orite Guards: 


"if it should ever coiae to pass that 
the city of Berlin revolts against its 
monarch, the Guards wiH avenge with 
their bayonets disobedience of a t>eo- 
ple to its king." 
This conjectural form 
of proohecy 


cane to pass at a time when misery and 
chaos descended over the German land. 
But its boasting monarch refused to risk 
his soft and protected skin on the loyalty 
of the Guards and hied himself to "such 
a distance that he could not even hear 
the groaning of his people. 


GOOD SPORTSMANSHIP 


This is not the first Democratic con- 


vention which seriously considered the 
abrogation of the two-thirds rule. 


Eight years ago when Al Smith was 


a candidate but failed to receive the nom- 


" ination a proposal was made to abrogate 


this rule because it was thought that a 
majority could be rounded out for Mr. 
Smith. 


At that tune Governor Roosevelt was 


directing the Smith forces and went on 
record in regard to the rule in this lan- 
guage: 
, 
"Leaving out the question of Smith, 
McAdop or any other candidate I 
doubt if any rules at the convention 
should be changed after the delegates 
are elected. Bat if, after the conven- 
tion has met, it should appear that the 
old rules are working a hardship on

the p«rty, that might be a reran for 
a change next year." 
This in fact presents a high-minded 


analysis and opinion of the matter in very 
few words. 


If the rule is •wrong it should be 


changed as a matter of principle and not 
of expediency. 


If it has ruled Democratic conventions 


for a hundred years, it won't ruin the 
nation or the party to permit it to rule 
this convention. 


If it is wrong its error is not so open 


and malignant as to suggest the forthwith, 
use of a surgeon's knife. 


It is appropriate in this connection to 


recall the position taken by Al Smith, 
in 1928 when it also appeared that he 
could get a majority but probably not 
two-thirds of the delegates. Mr. Smith, 
spurned the proposals to change the rule. 
He said that such a nomination would be 
"an empty honor."* 


That was good sportsmanship. 
In the absence of other well-defined 


policies rules of good sportsmanship are 
safe guides in any sort of a contest. 


The recent proposals made by Gover- 


nor Roosevelf s supporters to alter the 
rule, the apparent acquiescence by the 
leading candidate in these plans until he 
found strong opposition among his own 
friends, his recent advice to cling to the 
two-thirds rule and the action of the com- 
mittee in recommending an adherence 
to the rule for sis ballots and then a 
vote by the convention upon its abro- 
gation, are, none of them, helping Gov- 
ernor Roosevelf s candidacy. 


If the governor is a man who knuck- 


les in to political expediency, if he gives 
way to the compromise of reason for the 
advantage of the moment, if his conduct 
on this rule is a fair barometer of his 
character in a tight place, the conven- 
tion will do well to look to other'candi- 
dates. 


A THiki? AND THE LAW 


The case of John Sovetsky, convicted 


by a jury in federal court in Chicago on 
a charge of receiving stolen goods in in- 
terstate shipments, will serve as a pretty 
good example of why criminal careers 
have attracted a certain class of weak- 
minded and strong-muscled young men. 


Sovetsky ran two large properties a 


few miles apart in Chicago. 
He con- 


ducted both a wholesale and retail busi- 
ness. He dealt in anything you wanted. 
If he didn't have it all you had to do was 
give him sufficient time to let the gang 
get busy. 


Mrs. Sovetsky took trips throughout 


the country lining up good stores to tap. 
The Fox river valley was not exempt. 


Several juries convicted Sovetsky but 


the appellate courts released him. 


Sovetsky really commercialized a fool- 


ish rule of law. He made hundreds of 
thousands of dollars by these corrupt 
means because he was smarter than the 
judges. 


Illinois courts had held that a man 


could not be convicted of receiving stolen 
property without proof that the property 
was actually stolen. So far, so good. But 
the court also held that before the gov- 
ernment had proven the property was 
stolen it must establish to whom the prop- 
erty belonged, that is the actual owner- 
ship of it, as clearly as any other factor 
in the case, that is "beyond a reasonable 
doubt." Sovetsky had a difficult time 
reading. To write his name was for Mm 
a laborious task. But he had a more 
clever head than the judges that wrote 
that decision. 


Known for 15 years as the "Millionaire 


Fence" of Chicago, running establishments 
with the front doors open for customers 
and the rear doors open for the trucks 
that drove up the alleys loaded with stolen 
merchandise, he seemed immune from pri- 
son. He dealt in goods that looked like 
other goods. He bought millions of cig- 
arettes. How could a burglarized store 
owner swear they were his, identify one 
carton of Chesterfields from another. 


He also dealt in ready-to-wear cloth- 


ing, feverishly tearing out the labels as 
soon as the goods were delivered at Ms 
plant. Then who could prove title "be- 
yond a reasonable doubt?" Stolen? Of 
course. But stolen from whom? 
That 


was the knotty problem. 


He is now out of the jurisdiction of the 


Illinois courts and it remains to be seen 
whether the federal courts will send him 
back to Ms busy emporiums. 


Sovetsky isn't worrying. He is con- 


vinced that courts are dumb.

Urbana, ffl. —W)— Anyone who 


drives his car at the rate of a hun- 
dred miles as hour is likely to tell 
his friends about it Yet this is very 
slow going compared with the 
speed with which the earth is tak- 
ing us through space. 


Consider the earth's rotation. It 


is whirling us around toward the 
east at the rate of 1,040 miles an 
hour at the equator. 


The speed is reduced to 800 miles 


an hour at New York. Fortunately 
the air whirls around with us. If 
it were not so, there would be a 
continual east wind more violent 
than the severest tornado. 
Then, too, the earth is taking us 


around the sun at the fate of 65,000 
miles an hour. If there were tele- 
graph poles along the great curved 
track of the earth, they would fly 
past -amazingly fast But all the ob- 
jects in the celestial scenery are far 
away, except the moon which goes 
with us in this journey around the 
sun- 
Next, the earth and the other 


planets are the sun's companions on 


long voyage through the star 


fields. We are speeding straight 
ahead at the rate of 40,000 miles 
an hour, steering our course nearly 
in the direction of Vega. 
Vega is the brilliant blue star 


nearly overhead in 
the evening 


skies of July. In the course of a 
year we move toward it four times 
as far as our distance from the sun. 
Finally, we are flying at the rate 


of 700,000 miles an hour toward the 
constellation Cepheus. This con- 
stellation can be found in the 
northern sky, to the right of the 
pole star in the early evening in 
July. Some people imagine that its 
principal stars outline a steeple, 
lying on its side at t"i? season with 
the point toward the pole star. 
In this rapid journey toward Ce- 


pheus we have plenty of celestial 
company. All the stars around us 
are moving this way also. It is be- 
lieved that we are taking part in 
the rotation of the vast system of 
the Milky Way around its center in 
the star cloud of Sagittarius 50,000 
light years away.
